Public Health and the Clark County Breastfeeding Coalition have been working collaboratively on
promoting breastfeeding support.

Some of our ongoing priorities:
1) Technical assistance for worksites and in community settings.

We have created a Breastfeeding Support in the Workplace handout both in English and Spanish to help businesses
understand the breastfeeding law and how to support their employees. | will share this link in the chat box.

2) Another ongoing priority is breastfeeding education. We are doing this through our upcoming fall conference.

3) Community Partnership: We continue to convene monthly meetings where attendees are given the
opportunity to network and share resources.

Our current focus is racial equity in breastfeeding. Every month, CCBC has been providing attendees a list of equity
and inclusion resources. We have also partnered with a racial equity consultant who will be leading a session on how
to lead with a racial equity lens as an essential strategy for structural transformation to create equity for all.

Breastfeeding support in the workplace continues to be a focus.

Today, the coalition has invited Alma Poletti and Ashley McDowell who are from the Civil Rights Division at the
Washington State Attorney General’s office to share with us the lactation accommodation laws in the workplace and
how these laws are enforced.
